from the capital of little else but 
graft. For years the Government 


has been distribu:ing its favors. 
Now the Opposition is,with much 
difficulty, ard in the face of fierce 
obstruction, exhuming the facts. 


-|Theure are ‘‘rake-offs’’ and mid- 


dlemen everywhere. If anything 
is bought, there is a p litician to 
take toll upon the transaction. If 
anything is sold, a middleman is 
placed between the Government 
and the purchaser to get the pro- 
fit. Where a contract is made,the 
party receiving the order is an 
intermediary who gets financial 
advantages, but does not work. 
In the disposal of the public 
property there is trickery (ot the 
grossest kind, with the result that 
great areas fall into the hands of 
inembers of Parliament, whogive 
little or nothing for them. One 
man has had 200,000 acres of land 
worth $10 an acre for $1.00 per 
acre. Another has swept into his 
net fully one-third of the timber 
property of the North-West. This 
baron has received the right to 
toll the settlers on their timber 
and to get rich in the. process, 
while the other has been per- 
mitted to lay tribute upon the 
colonists as they buy their land. 
Land, timber, coal—all have been 
allotted to politicians that they 
may fatten upon the hard-work- 
ing farmer who is the innocent 
prey of these blood-suckers. Just 
as this phase of the situation ha> 
been impressed upon us ail, the 
budget is br ught down, with the 
result that the country is alarm- 
ed, not merely at the waste and 
dishonesty that have been al- 
ready experienced, but at the out 
look for the future. Our taxes 
have been raised from $27,000,000 
to $73,000,000 in twelve years. 
Out of the people there has been 
taken during this period $142,000,- 
000 more than would have been 
taken had the old rate of tax- 
ation been maintained. This has 
made a terrible drain upon the 
business of the country. It is re- 
sponsible for much of the depres- 
8.0m now being experienced. Bad 
as the past aas been, the future 
is tobe worse. The limit of tax- 
ation appears to have been reach- 
ed, and now an era of debt has set 
in. The present fiscal year, which 
ends with this month, is to exper- 
ience an addition of $12,500,000 
to our liabilities. Next year is to 
be still more disastrous. No less 
than $30,000,000 of new debt is te 
be incurred. Within two years 
$41,000,000 will be added to our 
permanent obligations, as a con- 
sequence of the growing deficits. 
This sum alone means that we 
shall have to pay forever $1,230, - 
000 a year in the shape of interest. 
By the Government the unfort- 
unate outlook is shouldered upon 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. But 
this enterprise was consented to 
by the people on the distinct un- 
derstanding, guaranteed by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, that that project 
would cost us no more than $13,- 


000,000. The depressing state of 


affairs is the result of the policy

posed upon us losses aggregating 
millions every year, Folly ha 
led us into liabilities such as that 
incurred through th. fall of the 
Laurier bridge at Quebec, or that 
which we have to meet through 
the contract with the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, which compels us to pay 
fora railway that is to campet 
with and practically dest oy th 
Intereclonial, upon whien we ar 
alreauy losing millions annually. 
The situation is such as to im- 
press upon all thinking citizen- 
the necesvity of | oking closely 
into the affairs of their country, 
and of taking action with a view 
to remedying them. “We may b 
sure that things will not get bet- 
ter under presentauspices. Graft 
will not disappear of its own 
accord. A Government devoted 
to this crime-cannot reform itself. 
Incapacity and extravagance 
cannot be cured by the public 
agency which suffers from these 
evils. The danger cannot be 
averted, the wrong cannot be el- 
iminated, the country cannot be 
placed again in as good position 
morally and financially, unless 


the people, the best citizens, the 
independent citizens, take action, 
To these we confidently look for 
an exhibition of public spirit, and 
for an effort, strong, decided and 
patriotic, to save Canada.

When Tesla Dines.

THE SHIP’S RUDDER, 
Difference In the &train That Comes 
Upon Its Two Parts. 

‘the rudder, of a wooden ship {s.com- 
posed of the stalk and the backing, 
which are so joined together ag to 
form in -effect a single piece. The 
complete rudder is coppered to protect 
it from worms, and then, besides being 
practically all in one piece, it has that 

appearance also, 

The stalk is the part to which are at- 
tached the pintles, or pivots, by which 
the rudder is suspended and held in 
place, these golng through eyes set in 
the ship's sternpost. The stalk runs up 
through the stern of the ship, and to 
its head Is bolted a cap to which are at- 
tached the ropes by means of which the 
rudder is controlled. The backing is the 
blade part of the rudder. 

By far the greater_strain comes on. 
the stalk, and the greatest strain of all 
comes on the head of the stalk, the 
rudder head, where it is held. The 
stalk is made of the wood most likely 
to stand the strain, carefully selécted, 
sound, well seasoned oak, while the 
backing is made of spruce or hard pjne, 
The stalk is of a single, solid, massive 
plece, stout as an oak tree and indeed 
of the dimensions of a small oak, some- 
thing that a man can pin his faith -to, 
if he can have faith in any wood, while 
the backing or blade Js, like many mod- 
ern wooden masts, built up. It would 
be difficult if not impossible to find 
trees that would yleld planks big 
enough for the purpose in a single 
plece, and the built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, can easily 
be made of ample strength to with- 
stand any strain that will be brought 
upon It. 

As to the stalk, stout and solid as the 
oak may be, the head may be twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
@ wave upon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of long use, the head 
may split and so make the stalk use- 
less. Then the rndder is taken out and 
fitted with a new stalk. A sultable 
stick is selected and worked down to 
the proper size and form, and very 
probably the old backing is attached to 
it. The life of a rudder stalk would 
probably be twelve to fourteen years.. 
The backing might last as long as the 
ship. : 


A HERO OF THE BUSH. 


The Daring and Devotion of a Brave 
Maori Youth. 

Courage is not an attribute peculiar 
to the white mun, nor is self sacrifice 
the prerogative of civilization. In Mr. 
J. O. Firth’s “Nation Making” is told 
a story as touching in its brave devo- 
tion as any. tale of the Victoria cross. 
The incident. occurred at Orakan, 
where the English soldiers had just 
defeated the Maorls. A little party of 
colonial troops, pursuing fugitives, 
came upon three natives, two old men 
and one young fellow. 

The youth, seeing the soldiers, drop- 
ped on one knee and almed with his 
gun at the advancing party, which 
halted a moment, while the old men 
ran toward the forest. The old men 
had thrown away thelr firearma tn 
order. to make escape easier. 

The soldiers fired at the youth, but 
missed. Without discharging his gun 
he sprang to his feet and ran on in 
advance until he caught up with tho 
old men once more. Then, facing 
about, he presented his gun as before, 
but reserved his fire. 

The weary old men gradually. drew 
pear cover. Once more the soldiers 
freed and missed; once more the gal- 
lunt fellow turned and bounded on.

The soldiers shot him as he knelt

Why Dr. Thompson Turned 
Conservative. 


Dr. Alfred Thompson, M.P. for 
the Yukon Territory joined the 
Conservative party. To an in- 
terviewer the Doctor said that he 
had recently dofinitely thrown in 
his lot with the Conservative 
Party for the reason that R. L.

Asked what 
he thought the feeling of the 
country was in regard to a 
change of government, the doc- 
tor said he thought the time » as 
ripe for changes, and there was 
every sign that it was going to 
be made. He left for the Yrkon 
on Thursday morning in order 
to get home before the ice breaks 
up, otherwise he would not get 
back till June. :

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The School Readers. 


In a short time some 60,000 or 
70,000 public school readers of 
the first four standards will reach 
Edmonton for distribution among 
the schools. of the province. A 
supply sufficient for two years 
has been ordered. The books 
are being printed by Morang & 
Co., Toronto, Ontario, and they 
have been given a ten year con- 
tract.for all the school books of 
the province by the government. 

While it may be possible there 
is not a printing establianment in 
our own province to-do this work 
at the present time still, no doubt 
there could :be in a year or two if 
the government took as much 
trouble to foster the industry here 
as they are to help alongprinting 
firms in Ontario. 

-It is. neither wise nor politic 
for the local government to put 
a damper on work of this kind in 
Alberta. While they are shouting 
from the tree tops of their enter- 


prise along the linesof telephones 


universities and such like, they 
are sending thousands of 
dollars of the people’s money to 
the east to enrich big firms to the 
injury of business in our own 
province. 


SEED GRAIN. 


No more seed grain can be 
procurred from the government, 
This is a good thing for the 
settler. Very little wheat was 
required in‘this province. This 
is also a good thing for the settler. 
There is a lot of excellent seed 
left in this'country forsale. The 
Regina West has been investigat- 
ing the seed question in 
Saskatchewan and says :— 

‘* Prominent grain men in con- 
versation with the West regard-. 
ing seed grain supplied to the 
farmers, said that it wag a shame 
the way the farmers are being 
treated both with regard to the 
price and the sample. We cite 
three cases in point. At: White- 
wood on Saturday a car was 


standing on the track and the 


farmers were debating whether 
they would accept it or not, it 
being at least two grades . below 
the grade for which they were 
charged. At Qu’Appelle on 
Saturday there was a car which 
graded allright, but it was full of 
wild oats, notwithstanding that 
the farmers are paying the 
price to get pure seed. At Lip- 
ton: last week the aged shipped 


in there was compared with the 
wheat which took prizes at the 
seed grain fair, and it was found 
that the government seed was 


two grades below the grade for 
which the farmers are charged. 
Grain-men who know what they 


‘jare talking about, say that the 


farmers are not only being fleeced 
as regards prices, in charging 
No. 1 figures for inferior grades, 
but-noxious weeds are being dis- 
tributed broadcast to such an 
extent that the country will be in 
a disastrous state next fall, if the 
wheat with these foul seeds is 
sown. 5 

The government inspectors 
have not done their best to get 
clean seed. When inspecting 
wheat they only examined it tu 
see whether there were more than 
eight wild oats to the pound. If 
there weré not more the grain 


was accepted, What will be the}. 


difference next fall between 480 
wild oats to the bushel, or twice 
as much as far as the principle 
of clean seed and clean land is 
concerned? The government 
could have got all the clean seed 
wheat necessary for Saskatche- 
wan in this province, if they had 
zone to work the right way to 


protect the interests of the farmer 


as regards price and quality, but 
they did not dothat. They went 


outside the province and pur- |‘ 


chased poor grain at 20 cents per 
bushel in advance of May quota- 
tions which ought to guarantee 
good seed. It is noticeably that 
it is claimed by comparison how 
close the prices charged are to 
the market quotations, but these 
comparisons are misleading ow- 
ing to the undergrading which 
the government has allowed in 
order to fleece the farmers on the 
prices. 


Mr. Cushing, Minister of ‘Pub- 
lic Works, has gone east tointer- 
view the ‘Bell Telephone people’ 
with a view to purchasing their 
system in Alberta. No doubt a 
sale will take place. It-will be in- 
teresting to know what position 
the Red Deer system controlled 
by the Western General people 
will occupy. We understand Mees 
Western General people are aint 
ing to sell to the Government, but 
they want their price. And they 
are entitled to it. Two companies 
are always a nuisance and con- 
flict one with the other. As an 
instance. A government line is 
being built to Pine Lake. It will 
probably connect with the Bell 
system. What use would that be 
to the people of Red Deer, as very 
few phones are on the Boll sys-. 
tem? If the Western General 
system is used then it is claimed 
a toll will have to be paid by the 
patron that would amount to more 
than the rent of the phone. It 
would appear foolish at firat sight 
for the local company to buck the 
Government and the outcome w:1] 
be watched with intereet by the 
citizens of Red Deer. 
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Burrows now controlls eight 
million acres of timber land, one 
third of entire grant to the great 
transcontinental line the’C. P. R. 
A few more years of Liberal rule 
and the people will be serfs for 
life to a few bloated barons of the 
Sifton, Burrows, Turriff stripe.
